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WILTON BUDGET COMMITTEE 


2010 has proven to be yet another challenging year economically. On a positive 
note, the actual revenues slightly exceeded the projected revenues for 2010 by 
$27,000. The anticipated revenues for 2011 are projected to have a 5% increase 
from last years numbers, another sign that maybe the recession is finally easing 
slightly. For the third year now each Town Department, Committee or Board has 
been assigned a Budget Committee member to help them one-on-one in 
establishing their budgets before coming in to work with the entire committee. 
This process has allowed the budget committee to gain a better insight into each 
department and how they function. This process has worked very well and has 
kept the costs to the taxpayers as low as possible. 


Rising healthcare costs, rising fuel costs and rising food prices affect every single 
one of us every day. Every time you go to the doctor, put food on the table, fuel 
your vehicles or receive a delivery of fuel to heat your home, it is increasingly 
painful for your household budget. These items have also impacted the Town 
and its employees, all of the Town vehicles and the Town buildings. After many 
years of budget reductions and zero based budgets many of the Town 
Departments have had to increase their budgets to accommodate for the rising 
fuel and healthcare costs. As a result the overall estimated appropriations for the 
2011 budget year have shown a slight increase of a little over 4%, not including 
the proposed funding of the Fire House addition and renovation project. As prices 
rise it makes the budgeting and the estimating job even more difficult, especially 
when it is not known when the prices will stabilize. 


Once again The Budget Committee has attempted to keep the expenditures 
down without cutting services to the voters and taxpayers of the Town of Wilton. 
We would like to thank all of the Town employees for their commitment, support, 
understanding and service to the Town and the people of the Town during these 
extremely difficult economic times.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


2010 never slowed down. The building committee for the expansion of the fire 
station met several times during the year. After 15 years of planning and fund 
development, the committee determined that it was time to bring a warrant article 
to the town for consideration. A bond hearing will be held in February and a 
warrant article is before the voters this year. 


As result of their inspection, the Department of Environmental Services Dam 
Bureau required the town to have an engineering evaluation of the Old Wilton 
Reservoir. The study was to determine if the dam should stand, be removed or 
be repaired in order to preserve the reservoir behind the dam. The evaluation 
determined that the dam qualified to be reclassified as a “non-menace” dam. 
The dam is now the responsibility of the Town of Wilton and no longer comes 
under the jurisdiction of the Dam Bureau. Plans are being developed that will 
complete some modest repairs to the dam and restore the pond. 


Citizens petitioned the Board of Selectmen to re-evaluate speed limits and 
enforcement of speed limits in the Town of Wilton. After meetings with the Police 
Chief and the Road Agent and conducting comparison surveys of Wilton and 
surrounding towns’ speed limits, the Board voted to establish a town wide 
maximum speed limit of 30 miles per hour, unless posted otherwise. You will 
eventually see new speed limit postings. 


A new advisory committee to the Wilton Recycling Center was established to 
provide non-binding advice to the Recycling Center. Each member town has a 
representative. Resident Pam Bealo is Wilton’s representative. The committee’s 
input has resulted in improved traffic flow, new operational signs and efforts are 
underway to increase recycling. Selectman Rockwood is working on the possible 
addition of a truck scale at the Recycling Center. 


This year, | had the privilege of presenting the Wilton Citizen of the Year award to 
Maurice Guay, a 15 year employee of the Town of Wilton and Manager of the 
Recycling Center. Maurice’s efforts on behalf of the Recycling Center resulted in 
many improvements at the center. Among them was the retirement of the 
incinerator, closing of the burn pits and disposal of unused equipment. 


On a charitable note, Habitat for Humanity is building a house on Russell Street. 
If you could and would, they need your help in finishing the project. Drive by and 
see the construction that is underway. 


The State has determined that they will no longer fund the operation of the 
Milford District Court. This closure is opposed by all of the district member 
towns. The cost of operating the court for the next year is being absorbed by the 
district member towns in an effort to keep the court open while alternatives to 
closure are explored. 
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| would like to take this opportunity to thank the Department Managers, 
employees and town office staff for the work they do and the services they 
provide for the residents of Wilton. 


All in all, 2010 transpired as an exciting year. | am proud to have served three 
years aS a member of the Board of Selectmen and for this past year as 
Chairman. | look forward to continuing to serve the Town of Wilton and will give 
my support to the next Chairman.

We have audited the financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Town of Wilton for the year ended December 31, 2009. Professional standards 
require that we provide you with information about our responsibilities under generally accepted auditing 
standards, as well as certain information related to the planned scope and timing of our audit. We have 
communicated such information in our letter to you dated October 27, 2009. Professional standards also require 
that we communicate to you the following information related to our audit. 


Significant Audit Findings 

Qualitative Aspects of Accounting Practices 

Management is responsible for the selection and use of appropriate accounting policies. The significant 
accounting policies used by the Town of Wilton are described in Note | to the financial statements. No new 
accounting policies were adopted and the application of existing policies was not changed during 2009. We noted 
no transactions entered into by the Town during the year for which there is a lack of authoritative guidance or 
consensus. All significant transactions have been recognized in the financial statements in the proper period. 


Accounting estimates are an integral part of the financial statements prepared by management and are based on 
management's knowledge and experience about past and current events and assumptions about future events. 
Certain accounting estimates are particularly sensitive because of their significance to the financial statements 
and because of the possibility that future events affecting them may differ significantly from those expected. The 
most sensitive estimates affecting the governmental activities and governmental fund financial statements was 
the estimate of an allowance for doubtful accounts: 

Management's estimate of the allowance for doubtful accounts is based on historical ambulance 

revenues, and an analysis of the collectibility of individual accounts. We evaluated the key factors 

and assumptions used to develop the allowances in determining that they are reasonable in 

relation to the financial statements taken as a whole. 


Difficulties Encountered in Performing the Audit 
We encountered no significant difficulties in dealing with management in performing and completing our audit. 


Corrected and Uncorrected Misstatements 


Professional standards require us to accumulate all known and likely misstatements identified during the audit, 
other than those that are trivial, and communicate them to the appropriate level of management. Management 
has corrected all such misstatements. In addition, none of the misstatements detected as a result of audit 
procedures and corrected by management were material, either individually or in the aggregate, to each opinion 
unit’s financial statements taken as a whole. 


Disagreements with Management 


For purposes of this letter, professional standards define a disagreement with management as a financial 
accounting, reporting, or auditing matter, whether or not resolved to our satisfaction, that could be significant to 
the financial statements or the auditor's report. We are pleased to report that no such disagreements arose 


during the course of our audit. 


Management Representations 


We have requested certain representations from management that are included in the management 
representation letter dated March 15, 2010. 
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Management Consultations with Other Independent Accountants 


In some cases, management may decide to consult with other accountants about auditing and accounting matters, 
similar to obtaining a “second opinion” on certain situations. If a consultation involves application of an 
accounting principle to the Town's financial statements or a determination of the type of auditor's opinion that may 
be expressed on those statements, our professional standards require the consulting accountant to check with us 
to determine that the consultant has ali the relevant facts. To our knowledge, there were no such consultations 


with other accountants. 


Other Audit Findings or Issues 


During the course of our audit procedures, we did note one issue that we have reported in the Communication of 
Significant Deficiencies dated March 15, 2010. This issue involved the communication to the Selectmen's office 
of the types and sources of collections made by the Planning Board. Without that information, deposits that 
should be recorded as escrow liabilities were sometimes recorded as revenue to the Town, and when : 
expenditures were to be charged subsequently to those accounts, the accounts were not recorded in the Town’s 
genera! ledger system. We have recommended that source and type information be provided for each deposit so 
that a spreadsheet can be maintained showing the activity and balance of each escrow account. 


We also generally discuss a variety of matters, including the application of accounting principles and auditing 
standards, with management each year prior to retention as the Town’s auditors. However, these discussions 
occurred in the normal course of our professional relationship and our responses were not a condition to our 


retention. 


This information is intended solely for the use of the Board of Selectmen and management of the Town of Wilton 
and is not intended to be and should not be used by anyone other than these specified parties.

2010 was a very busy year for the Police Department. Unfortunately, we 
continued to deal with crimes that reflect the downturn in the economy. Our calls 
for service increased by 36% this year and the total number of offenses we 
investigated also grew. We have also seen increases in the number of 
attempted scams designed to take advantage of our residents. If you, or a 
relative, receive a solicitation that is suspicious please contact us.

We were fortunate to be awarded two grants from the NH Highway Safety 
Agency again this year. These grants were used to make our roads safer 
through increased patrols directed at speeding and impaired drivers. We also 
received a grant to pay for reprogramming all of the department's radios to 
comply with the new narrow banding requirements. The police station was 
thoroughly insulated this year. It is definitely much warmer inside and the 
investment should result in significant decreases in future energy costs. 


As | have stated in the past, my door is always open. If you ever have any 
questions or concerns, please feel free to stop by and meet with me. We can sit 
down, discuss the issue and hopefully reach a resolution that will address your 
concerns. 


We look forward to the challenges we will face in 2011 and will continue to 
concentrate our efforts on improving our operations and nurturing our partnership 
with the community.

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2010 SEWER DEPARTMENT REPORT 


This year, our system operated with normal maintenance procedures used for 
several years. The island section, which has been a problem for a long time, 
was finally re-lined using trenchlers technology. This process allowed our 
contractor to re-line the existing pipe from manhole to manhole without digging 
up the road. Approximately 900 feet of sewer was re-lined and the manholes 
refurbished as well. The cost was approximately $51,000.00. 


The two pump stations, which are part of the system, required repairs and 
replacement of some nearly thirty-year-old equipment. Electrical controls and 
motors were the major components replaced or repaired this year. 


New safety procedures were instituted for our highway department crew who 
operate and maintain the stations. An air quality meter, safety lines and 
harnesses for the new life line, barricades and a computer monitoring system of 
activities at the stations were implemented. 


Carl LaChance is the newest member of the board who replaced Stan Schultz in 
April 2010 to finish his term out. Carl has been an asset to the board in operating 
the system because of his valuable work experience in the field. We want to 
thank him for his contribution. We could not operate the system without the 
support of the highway department crew and we thank them for their efforts this 
year. 


After many years as a sewer commissioner, Charles O McGettigan resigned his 
position as of December 30, 2010. 


As the system continues to age, various components will require replacement or 


repairs to continue operating. Future budgets may not be kept flat, as they have 
been for the past years.

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WILTON HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 2010 


Weather dictates our schedule and workload. 2010 was a much needed change 
from the previous three years of more than normal precipitation. Spring came 
early and summer was hot and dry, with fall holding the course. 


The Highway crew performed its usual road maintenance throughout the year 
and our long-term road repair plan is on schedule. We have completed the main 
road sections and will now move on to the connecting roads. These are the rural 
roads, which connect onto the main or the higher traffic volume roads. Keep in 
mind that we periodically need to repave these main roads to protect our 
investment from further deterioration. With the economy in a slump and budget 
cuts yearly, we are always pleased with years with less precipitation. In the road 
business, snow and rain equal money spent! 


In 2010 we saw 17 snow events, totaling 70.5 inches, 3 ice events, and two rain 
events which dropped 2 inches within a 24 hour period, the one occurring on 
February 25" caused local flooding due to the combined snow melt. 
The Highway department purchased a 2011 Ford F-350, allowing us to utilize the 
1984 Chevy “army” truck as a spare for both, the Highway and the Parks & 
Recreation department.

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ASSESSING DEPARTMENT REPORT 2010 


In 2010 approximately 400 properties were visited and photos were taken as part 
of an ongoing five-year cyclical database maintenance program. 


Data Verification of all properties will continue this year. We expect to visit 
another 400 properties. Our goal is to verify the physical data to ensure the 
assessments are accurate. If no-one is at home we will take the opportunity to 
verify the exterior measurements of all primary improvements (buildings etc.). 


If an adult is home at the time of the visit, the representative from the Assessor's 
Office will ask to verify the interior information via tour provided by the adult. At 
no time will a representative enter a property where a minor is the only person 
home. In the event a property is posted "No Trespassing", the representative will 
knock on the door to seek permission to verify the physical data. In the event no- 
one is home, there will be no attempt to verify the exterior data. The Assessing 
Official will make another attempt at a later date. If the property is "Posted" and 
gated the Assessor's Office will not enter the premises. However, there will be a 
letter sent requesting an appointment to verify the physical data. If the property 
owner doesn't respond to the request, it will be considered a refusal and treated 
as such resulting in an estimate of data. 


It is of the utmost importance to have accurate data to ensure all property owners 
in Wilton are assessed equitably. 


The Assessments in Wilton proved to be somewhat above "Market Value” in 
2010. Currently the assessments are based on the 2006 market value. Wilton 
will be required to “value a new’ as stated in the N.H. Constitution and NH RSA 
75:8a in 2011. This means that all property in Wilton will have to be re-valued as 
of April 1, 2011. You will see your new values in the fall of 2011 when the 
revaluation project has been completed. Taxpayers will have a chance to 
respond to the new assessments before they are finalized and sent to the NH 
Dept. of Revenue Administration for tax rate setting.

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WILTON RECYCLING CENTER REPORT 


The Wilton Recycling Center provides services to the Towns of Greenville, 
Lyndeborough, Mason, and Temple in addition to the Town of Wilton. All of 
these towns share in the operating expense of the center. 


As expected, the revenues for the center were lower than in previous years; 
however the revenues were more than the anticipated budget amount for the 
year, which was estimated at $100,000. The total income generated this year 
was $111,024.50. This dollar amount was due to sales of paper, 168 tons; glass, 
68,152 Ibs.; aluminum/foil, 27,615 Ibs.; bailed steel, 11 tons; scrap iron, 71 tons; 
newspaper, 42 tons; cardboard, 116 tons. Everything we are able to sell reduces 
our expense of operating the center and lowers our property taxes. 


A staggering 1,639 tons were hauled off site by Waste Management at a cost of 
$166,361. However, we were estimating the cost of fuel to burn approximately 
50% of this tonnage to be $92,000. 


We have finally completed the removal of the incinerator and the selling of the 
iron and stack. This will end all anticipated burning in the incinerator. We have 
cleaned up the brush burning pits and leveled off a large area above for brush 
storage. The brush will then be chipped and sold, or at least hauled away. This 
will eliminate the need for any burning at the site. 


Further enhancement of the facility includes plans to contain any material that 
could blow into the river. 


The center is eagerly awaiting the passage of a warrant article at this year’s town 
meeting to purchase a truck scale. The scale will be installed this spring if 

—approved by the taxpayers. This will allow commercial and large deposits of 
material brought in to be weighed and charged on a more equal basis. 
Containers of tonnage that are hauled away will be weighed as well as material 
coming in to the center. 


The Recycling Manager and the Selectmen would like to thank and offer their 
appreciation to the recycling committee that was formed from the participating 
towns. Each Town has an active member. This committee has been responsible 
for the new signs at no cost, and is presently working on a grant to pay for an 
additional Hazardous Waste day this year. Thank You.

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WILTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION — 2010 


Orchards on Carnival Hill — The “New’ orchard, which had not been harvested 
for a number of years before the Town purchased the property, was removed 
during December. Much of the “Old” orchard area has been returned to 
grassland. The cost for both of these projects was all donated. 


Sherburne Woods -— This 100-acre woodlot with 30 acres in Wilton was 
purchased this summer. The site includes the border corner marker for Mason, 
Milford, and Wilton. The woodlot, where trails are planned for recreation, is part 
of 4,300 acres of protected land in the Nissitissit and Souhegan watersheds. 
WCC is a member of the NiSoHiLa consortium of area conservation 
organizations, which was instrumental in bringing this project to fruition. The 
Purchase and Sales agreement for the project was funded by a grant from the 
New England Forestry Foundation. 


Community Garden — Underground drainage pipes were installed at the garden 
as part of soil improvement for vegetable growth. Each garden plot owner 
collects fresh vegetables for personal use and grows specially planted crops for 
the Open Cupboard Pantry program. There are open plots available for the 2011 
growing season; if you are interested in a plot for 2011, contact WCC. 


Data Collection — One function of WCC is to document nature in our Town. We 
are very interested in knowing what sort of unique animals, birds, trees, and 
plants you have or may see on your property. There are forms on the Town 
website which you can fill out and send to us. We welcome the information. 


Open Land, Corridors & Trails — Owners of large parcels of land, trails, unique 
natural sites, and small lots adjacent to land already under conservation 
easement are encouraged to contact WCC for information about various options 
for land protection and/or easements. 


Good & Important Work — Land ownership requires overseeing and work. WCC 
members develop management plans for each Town-owned open space, and 
perform land monitoring of all easements. Special thanks go to the people who 
do their share by donating time and effort: Chris Carter, mowing trail to Frog 
Pond; Jeff Stone, monthly monitoring of Frog Pond dam; Trombly Farm, mowing 
Frog Pond fields; Fitch Farm, upkeep of the Grasslands on Carnival Hill; Hal 
Levine for restoration work on the Boy Scout outlook sign at the top of Carnival 
Hill; and the many workers at the Wilton Community Garden at Carnival Hill. 
WCC members continue to attend Planning Board and Zoning Board meetings, 
as well as statewide conferences, seminars, and regional meetings devoted to 
conservation and environmental issues. Lastly, our sincere thanks to all the Town 
employees and citizens who have supported our efforts throughout the year; your 
work, support, advice and assistance continue to make it possible for us to serve 
Wilton in a capacity which benefits us now and for the future. Thank you.

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TOWN OF WILTON AMBULANCE DEPARTMENT 


2010 was a very productive year for the Wilton Ambulance. Wilton Ambulance 
taught several EMS Refresher training programs and an EMT-Basic Course; the 
services’ call volume also increased by 6.5%, and we had our first EMS Week 
Recognition Dinner. 


In the spring of 2010, fifteen people ranging in age from 18 to 55 started an EMT- 
Basic course. Five of these members are in the process of taking (or re-taking) 
their state and national exams. We are welcoming them onto the service and 
into the new member orientation program. Wilton ambulance also held various 
refresher training programs throughout the year, mostly at the Paramedic Level. 
These courses helped increase our revenues to help offset the cost of the 
ambulance service to the taxpayers. 


In May 2010 we had our first annual EMS Week Dinner to recognize the 
dedication and hard work of all our volunteers and members for the service they 
perform. We awarded several awards; of note were Eric Borman for 32 years of 
service, Mary Leavitt, Tom McEntee, and Lee Duval for 25 years of service, 
Assistant Chief Karen Edmunds, and Tom Schultz for over 20 years of service. 
We are hoping to make this an annual event, and want to thank Steppingstone 
Lodge, for their great hospitality. 


In 2009, Wilton Ambulance saw 408 patients. In 2010, we saw 436 patients. 
This is a 6.5% increase in call volume. Our call volume by town, and location 
transported to is broken down below:

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WILTON HERITAGE COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT FOR 2010 


The Wilton Heritage Commission meets at the Wilton Public Library on the fourth 
Tuesday of the month at 7:00 PM. Our charge is to identify and protect historic 
and culturally significant buildings, sites, and features through consultation with 
other town agencies as well as private citizens who wish to preserve these 
special resources. Special meetings are called as necessary. If you would like to 
serve on the Heritage Commission please contact us. Members are appointed by 
the selectmen after being recommended by the Commission. 


The Commission continues to offer historical House Plaques for a nominal 
charge. If you own a house built before 1850 and would like to participate in our 
plaque program please contact us. To date, 70 homeowners in all sections of the 
town have taken advantage of this program. 


The Commission continues to monitor the Four Corners Farm Conservation 
Agreement for outside historic appearance compliance. This year no new 
modifications or changes to the outside of the farmhouse have been noted. 


Scanning of Historical Documents and photos continues. If you have town 
related historical photos you would be willing to have scanned and added to our 
collection, please talk to any member of the Commission. Visit our website to see 
a sampling of our documents and photo collection. We are listed on the library 


website, www.wiltonlibrarynh.org. 


Our work with Wilton historical community markers continues. This year we 
relocated the French Village historical marker to a more visible location. Markers 
for the Town Hall and Whiting Park have been designed and are on order. This is 
in support of our long-range goal to establish a Wilton Heritage Trail. With these 
two new markers, we will have a total of eleven signs/markers/kiosks located 
throughout the town and have plans for several more. 


We held a combination meeting with the Wilton Conservation Commission and 
representatives from the Selectmen’s Office and Water Commissioners to 
discuss the future of the Mill Brook Dam [old Town Reservoir]. This dam is 
historic and unique in that it is the first of its design used in the state. It also is 
potential backup water source for the Town. 


Our work continues with the documentation and preservation of the Old County 
Farm Cemetery. The Hillsborough County Farm was located in Wilton at the 
former Whiting Family Farm from the years 1867 to 1893. We are working with 
the County, which owns this cemetery, to establish a right of way to this 
landlocked cemetery. We have continued our efforts to clear the brush, which 
has overwhelmed the fenced in area.

The year 2010 was another sunny, enjoyable summer at Goss Park under the 
direction of our energetic, hardworking staff led by our Park Director, Deb Lemire. 
As always, we would like to thank the towns of Wilton and Lyndeborough, private 
donors and the area businesses for their generous support. We would also like 
to thank all of the individuals and organizations who donated their time to help 
improve the park and make it more enjoyable. 


This year sadly, we lost one of our beloved members of our community, Stan 
Schultz. Family and friends generously contributed money to our Park in his 
honor. A beautiful, new lifeguard chair was purchased with these donations. 
Mounted on the chair is a plaque in his memory that reminds us that he watches 
over us still, just as he did so many years as Deputy Fire Chief of the Wilton Fire 
Department. 


We also experienced a break-in this season where our staff building was 
damaged and several things were stolen. However, when the community heard 
what had happened, they immediately stepped up to help. We are so grateful 
that, even in this economy, we live in towns where everyone always rallies to 
lend a hand for those in need. 


Our membership this year included 112 families who enjoyed the Youth Center 
from Wilton, Lyndeborough and surrounding towns and many daily guests also 
attended. The park had five Red Cross Certified swim instructors who taught 
227 lessons. Twenty-three children participated on our swim team this year, 
competing with other local towns. OurSenior and Junior swim teams had 
another successful year led by Sharon Lemire and Anna_ Kaladish. 


The park was open from 10:00 am to 7:00 p.m. during the week and 1:00 pm to 
7:00 pm on the weekends. Our snack bar offered a variety of ice cream, hot 
dogs, pizza, chips, candy, juice, soda, etc. The members participated in arts and 
crafts, field and water games, swimming lessons and swim meets with area 
towns. The Youth Center held many special events such as Family Night, Teen 
Night, Grill Day, Pizza Day, story time, face painting, tie-dye, police bike and 
safety talk, splash contest, sand castle contests, along with the use of Goss Park 
for company and organization outings. This summer, we once again offered low 
cost, sport camps for soccer, basketball and tennis in conjunction with the WLC 
Varsity Teams for tots 3-6 up to eighth graders.

Statistics 1998 — 2010 

Since WMSA's inception in 1998, Wilton has realized a total private/public 
reinvestment of $1,079,000 and a total gain of 48 new businesses and 39 new jobs 
in the downtown business district. 

WMSA has given approximately $5,000 in grant funds to downtown businesses for 
improving their building facades or purchasing business signs, leveraging our grant 
funds for a private/public reinvestment totaling $263,458 and 52 improvements. 


WMSA has coordinated over 132 promotions and community events for Wilton 
residents and to publicize our downtown to the greater region. 


2010 Activities 

During 2010, the WMSA continued to manage projects that benefit businesses and 
residents and improve the attractiveness of our Downtown. WMSA has served as a 
resource for several community groups providing information and assistance. 

The main project for 2010 was the continuation of enhancements to the park on 

Lot 48 on Main Street (now officially named “The Wilton Main St. Park’). This 
included new trees and landscaping. The park was created to provide a vital 
pedestrian landscape in downtown Wilton, which is dedicated to the enjoyment of its 
citizens and visitors of all ages. As a public space, it is also used for activities such 
as “Celebrate Wilton’, the Harvest Fair, Holiday Stroll, concerts, children’s 
entertainment, weddings, yoga classes, library readings, and more. The mission of 
any event is to attract people from near and far, which will add to the vibrancy of 
“downtown” Wilton and bring people to downtown to patronize the theater, 
restaurants, shops, and recreational activities. Along with our Newsletter, “Working 
on Wilton”, we have also set up our FaceBook pages whereby many more people 
can access many more people. The benefit of FREE advertising websites allows us 
the flexibility to get our message across New Hampshire and beyond. 


Fundraising for 2010 totaled approximately $14,500 which included many private 
donations and other smaller grants. It also included donations of trees and 
maintenance for the park. The second phase of the park will include permanent 
power, more landscaping, a platform for performances, a pergola, and eventually a 
fountain. 


Events put on by WMSA also served as venues for fundraising efforts by other 
community organizations such as “Celebrate Wilton” which was held on June 5, 
2010, and included FRES, Gregg Free Public Library, Second Congregational 
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Church, Lions Club, American Legion, the Masons, Wilton Town Hall Theater, and 
Andy's Summer Playhouse, as well as many individual volunteers.

The actual cost of all services provided in 2010 with all funding sources is $70,979.00 


These services have been supported to the greatest extent possible by Medicare, Medicaid, other 
insurances, grants and patient fees. Services that were not covered by other funding have been 


supported by the town. 


For 2011, we are requesting an appropriation of $7,000.00 to continue to be available for home care 
services.

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2010 ANNUAL REPORT OF NRPC ACTIVITIES FOR THE TOWN OF WILTON 


TRANSPORTATION - Traffic Data Collection - Conducted 14 traffic counts in 
Wilton in the past year. 12 counts were done at the request of NHDOT to support 
the Highway Performance Monitoring System (HPMS). 2 counts were done to 
support the NRPC traffic model. These traffic counts are available for use by the 
Town and NRPC can conduct special counts upon request. The count data is 
available to anyone through the NRPC website and more detailed data from each 
count is available upon request. 


Transportation Improvement Program — As the designated MPO for the 
region, NRPC maintains the Transportation Improvement Program (TIP). The TIP 
is a fiscally constrained document required under federal transportation 
regulations. All federally funded highway improvements must be included in the 
regions TIP in order to receive federal funding. NRPC is responsible for the 
development and maintenance of the TIP so that federal highway transportation 
dollars are available to Wilton and the rest of the region. NRPC actions are 
directly responsible for the advancement of several projects in Wilton, most 
notably bridge repair on NH 31 and safety improvements along NH 101. 


Human Service Transit Coordination — For several years the Department of 
Transportation and Department of Health and Human Services have been 
developing a process for coordinating transit services funded by the two 
agencies to reduce costs and increase service. The NRPC has been the leader 
in the state in this process and was recognized as the first regional coordinating 
council. Demand response transit service is up and running in several 
neighboring towns and can be expanded to Wilton through coordination with 
NRPC. In the coming year it is anticipated that this project will lead to increased 
transit service throughout the NRPC region and help meet the transportation 
needs of many seniors and disabled adults without transportation options. 


LAND USE AND ENVIRONMENT - Resources and Training — Through the 
innovative iTRaC (Integrating Transportation and Community Planning) program 
the NRPC provided a wide array of resources to town volunteers and staff. Fact 
sheets were developed on Edible Landscapes, Alternative Landscapes, 
Transportation Planning, Dark Skies, Gateways, Historic Districts, Flood Hazard 
Area Zoning, Rail and a 2010 Legislative Update. Large scale educational 
posters have been developed on Access Management, Gateways, Traffic 
Calming and the State of New Hampshire’s Transportation Planning Process. All 
of these educational posters are available for our member communities to 
borrow. Planning Board and Zoning Board trainings were also offered in the 
Spring and the Fall. 


Souhegan Outreach Kit - NRPC recently distributed an outreach toolkit to ten 
communities within the Souhegan River Watershed (Amherst, Bedford, 
Greenville, Lyndeborough, Merrimack, Milford, Mont Vernon, New Ipswich, 
Temple, and Wilton) in an effort to focus increased attention on the valuable 
resource that is the Souhegan River and the importance of protecting its 
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surrounding watershed. The ultimate goal of this project is to encourage 
watershed communities to adopt the Souhegan River Watershed Management 
Plan into community master plans; and understand the Souhegan River 
Watershed resource. 


Hazard Mitigation Program — In 2010 NRPC began working with town staff to 
update the existing Wilton Hazard Mitigation Plan originally approved in 2004.. 
Hazard mitigation plans identify critical facilities and areas of concern throughout 
the town, analyze potential hazards and risks to these facilities, and prioritize 
mitigation measures to address the hazards. The Disaster Mitigation Act of 2000 
encourages prenatural disaster planning to reduce property damage costs and 
injuries. Completion of a Hazard Mitigation Plan and participation in the National 
Flood Insurance Program enables a community to apply for fully funded hazard 
mitigation grants. The draft plan is currently under development. Once 
developed the draft plan will be forwarded to the NH Office of Homeland Security 
and Emergency Management and the Federal Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA). Once conditional approval has been received from FEMA, a public 
hearing will be scheduled with the Board of Selectman for final approval. 


Development Review and Planning Services - Part of NRPC’s comprehensive 
solutions is to offer direct local land use planning assistance. The Town of Wilton 
utilizes contract planning services to directly assist the Planning Board. Services 
include assistance to applicants in submitting subdivision or site plan 
applications, provide written reviews of submissions to the Planning Board, 
attend hearings and work sessions to assist and answer questions, and support 
the Board and Town staff in preparing notices draft amendments and warrants 
for Town Meeting. 


GEOGRAPHIC INFORMATION SYSTEMS (GIS) - NRPC staff developed a set 


of maps at the request of the Wilton Conservation Commission that would be 
used in an application for LCHIP funding. NRPC staff developed a map that 
shows all land parcels and how they relate to the 50, 150 and 250 foot Shoreland 
protection setbacks. Staff also developed an associated spreadsheet that lists all 
land parcels that are completely or partially in the various setbacks. The map 
and spreadsheet will be used by NRPC circuit rider and Wilton Planning Board 
for future planning in Wilton. NRPC also updated the Standard Map Library for 
Wilton. These four standard maps show the Town's Roads and Town Facilities, 
Environmental and Conservation Areas, Existing Land Use and an Aerial Image 
of the Town. Two sets of these maps have been provided to the Town. As part 
of the statewide Broadband project, NRPC developed a list of community anchor 
institutions and surveyed them with regards to their internet access and needs. 
Mapping and data results were compiled by UNH and are now available online.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Board 
Wilton School District 
Wilton, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Wilton School District as of and for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2010, which collectively 
comprise the Schoo! District’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Wilton School District’s management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial 
statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are 
free of materia) misstaterment. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well es evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinions. 


The government-wide statement of net assets does not include any of the School District’s capital assets nor the accumulated 
depreciation on those assets; and the government-wide statement of activities does not include depreciation expense related to 
those assets. These amounts have not been determined. 


As discussed in Note 9 to the financial statements, management has not recorded the long-term costs of retirement health care 
and obligations for other postemployment benefits in governmental activities. Accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America require that those costs be recorded, which would increase the liabilities and expenses of the 
governmental activities. The amount by which this departure would affect the liabilities, net assets and expenses of the 
governmental activities is not reasonably determinable. 


Therefore, in our opinion, because of the effects noted in the previous two paragraphs, the financial statements referred to above 
do not present fairly the respective financial) position of the governmental activities of the Wilton School District at June 30, 
2010, and the respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America. 


Also, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial 
position of each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Wilton Schoo! District as of June 30, 2010, and 
the respective changes in financia) position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 


The budgetary comparison information is not a required part of the basic financial statements, but is supplementary information 
required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited 
procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of 
the required supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. 


The Wilton School District has not presented a management’s discussion and analysis that accounting principles generally 


accepted in the United States of America have determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the 
basic financia] statements.
